@ L'invention concerne un dispositif destine d emballer et 
proteger les plantes en pot et les compositions florales. II se 
caracterise en ce qu'il est constitue d'une feuille 1 de polypro- 
pylene bi-orient6. metallise ou non. dont la partie interieure 2. 
centree ou decentree. entourant la base du pot 3 est separee 
P8r au moins trois ceiflets 4. Ces derniers forment un anneau 5 
dans lequel passe un cordon deiimitant la partie exterieure ou 
par la mise en place de trois pinces. solidaires ou non d une 
armature souple. 
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Wrapping for porous plant container - comprises polypropylene film 
with drawstring, to mask pots or compost pack and contain spillage 
etc 
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A wrapping for a porous plant holder is made of a panel of 
flexible impermeable material incorporating a drawstring . 
passing through three or more openings so positioned as to 
allow the upper to gxip or overlap the upper part of the 
holder. Alternatively the wrapper may be secured to the rim 
of a pot by shaped elastic clips. Pref. the wrapper is of 
biaxially oriented polypropylene film, opt. metallized and/ or 
printed . The drawstring path may be located symmetrically 
or asymmetrically within the panel. profile.

Suitable for wrapping e.g. plant pots or elongated 
compost portions, to prevent leakage or spillage.

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L'objet de 1' invention concerne un dispositif de cache pot 
etanche, p rmettant le transport des plantes, des bouquets, des 
compositions florales et funeraires, ainsi qu'une. amelioration de 
conservation sur le. lieu de leur utilisation, par sa possibility, en 
evitant toute souillure.de leur garder une hygrometrie adaptable. 

Pendant la periode d' exposition en magasin, avant la vente , 
ne plus §tre. oblige de faire ••boire" les. plantes en pots, travail 
long et epuisant, et leur meilleure tenue en vitrine, tout en etant 
par sa brillance, et ses coloris multiples, tres attractifs. (Par 
la dissimulation du pot tou jours humide et terreux). 

Apres la vente, 1 'utilisateur n'aura plus la cr»inte de 
souiller ses vStements, ni l'interieur de sa voiture. 

Sa mise en place est simple et rapide et peut etre amelioree 
par l^djonction de tables de travail facilement adaptable, 

II s'agit d ! un dispositif assurant la rapidite de mise en 
place et d 1 etanche'ite . 

1/ Soit au moyen d'un cordon assurant par sa conception un 
accrochage sur la partie superieure du pot. 
2/ Soit par une piece en plestique permettant 1 • accrochage .

des radicelles, ce qui nuit, sans arrosages fr'quents, a la tenue 
des fleurs car la suppression de ces radicelles, accelere le phenoneT:e 
de deperissement . 

Adaptes aux bouquets mis sur les pierres tombales, mis directe- 
ment dans un vase eviteront l'eclatement de celui-ci en cas de 'gel.

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PACKAGING AND PROTECTION SHEET FOR PLANTS 
FORMING IMPERVIOUSa^L^^EL. 

[Abstract]: The Invention relates to an impervious device for 
packaging and protecting potted plants and floral compositions. It 
Is characterized by being constituted by a sheet 1 of biaxial ly 
oriented polypropylene, metallized or not, the interior part 2 of 
which, centered or eccentric, surrounding the base of the pot 3 is 
separated by at least three eyelets 4. The latter form a ring 5 
into which a cord is passed to delimit the external portion or by 
the placing of three clips, integral or not with, a flexible 
reinforcement. 


The subject of the invention concerns an impervious pot cover, 
permitting the transportation of plants, bouquets, floral and 
funerary compositions, as well as an Improvement of storage In 
their place of use, avoiding any soiling, and keeping them in an 
adjustable humidity. 

During the period of display In a shop, [the user of the invention] 
Is no longer obliged to water the potted plants, which is lengthy 
and exhausting work, [and the invention permits] them to be better 
kept In the shop window and very attract ive because of their 
brilliance and their multiple coloring. (By the concealment of the 
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pot, always humid and earthy). 

After sale, the user has no fear of soiling his garments, nor the 
Interior of his car. 

Its positioning Is simple and rapid, and can be Improved by the 
addition of easily adaptable work tables. 

A device Is concerned which ensures rapidity of positioning and 
Impervlousness. 

(1) Either by a cord designed to be hooked to an upper portion 
of the pot, 

(2) Or by a piece of plastic permitting hooking. 

(3) By Its flexible, strong material, metallized or not, or by 
any other product having the same characteristics, while Improving 
Its appearance by different colorations or personalization. 

Within a house, It will eliminate the Inevitable dish for recovery 
of excess of watering water without thereby giving the Impression 
of neglecting the latter. 

This pot cover can likewise, during an absence, have a reserve of 
water, which can be added to by a slackening of Its fastening and 
which can prolong the [effective] duration of waterings during 
vacations without however asphyxiating the rootlets. 

This process furthermore enables withering to be avoided at the 
[month? - Illegible] of All Saints of all plants which have been 
re-potted at the last moment, a re-pottlng which has the effect of 
suppressing a large part of the rootlets, which Is prejudicial, 
without frequent waterings, to the keeping of the flowers [fresh], 
because the suppression of the rootlets accelerates the phenomenon 
of withering. 

Adapted to bouquets placed on tombstones, placed directly In a vase 
will prevent the shattering of the latter In case of freezing. 
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One of the embodlm nts of the subject, on the attached drawings, 
given as a non-llmltlng example. 

Fig. 1 - shows the whole device, seen In perspective. 

Fig. 2 - The device seen from above with Its attachment to the 

pot. 

Fig. 3 - The device seen In section. 

Fig. 4 - Device shown In a definitive position. 

Fig. 5 - The device for square shapes, of the nature of composi- 
tions and adaptable for mourning flower -holders, eliminating the 
disadvantage of the wetness of the moss Into which the flowers are 
Inserted and which loses Its water as time passes. 
Fig. 6 - Device for fixing by connected clips. 
Fig. 7 - Positioning of the system by connected clips. 
Fig. 8 - Device for fixation by Independent clips. 
Fig. 9 - Positioning on the pot with Independent clips. 
Fig. 10 - Different possibilities of pot covers, centered or 
eccentric, with their attachments. 
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CLAIMS 

1. System of packing of flowers Inserted Into wetted moss and 
of potted plants, characterized In that It Is constituted by a 
sheet 1 comprising an Interior surface Into which the pot or the 
moss 4, an external surface which passes the edges 5 and a ring 
delimiting the two surfaces 2. 

2. System according to Claim 1, characterized In that the ring 
Is delimited by at least 3 eyelets 2 within which there passes a 
tightening cord 3. 

3. System according to Claim 1, characterized In that the ring 
delimited by at least 3 eyelets 2 varies In surface both Interior 
4 and exterior 5 to fit the pot according to Its size. 

4. System according to Claim 1, permitting hooking onto the 
upper portion of the pot 6 as soon as positioned by tightening 
causing hollows 7 and external notches 8. 

5. System according to Claim 1, permitting, by being eccen- 
tric, an upper corolla 9 and a lower corolla 10. 

6. System according to Claim 1 is characterized by the fact 
that it retains in its final position the water which runs from the 
pot 11 or which can be added for a lengthier conservation. 

7. System according to Claim 1 Is characterized in that It can 
likewise be positioned by means of two minimum clips 12 Integral 
with a flexible rod 13 embracing the pot at the upper portion, Fig. 
7. 

8. System according to one of the preceding claims Is char- 
acterized by Its flexible portion 13 permitting the tightening of 
the sheet 1 on the upper portion of the pot 14 kept In place by the 
clip 12 to compose an upper portion 16 hooked to the pot and being 
prolonged by a curved portion 17 ending In a shoulder 15. 
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9 System according to one of the preceding claims Is charac- 
terized In that the sheet Is a film of polypropylene which Is 
blaxlally oriented or metallized with printing.
